Reasons for allowance 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
None of the prior art discloses or suggests a process of rinsing wherein electrical current 
between a pair of electrodes determine that the fluid is milk or the fluid contains hydrogen 
peroxide. The closest cited prior art DE-342471 1 disclose to compare electrical conductivity of 
the cleaning solution but fails to measure the conductivity of the milk to determine the 
wholesomeness of the milk.
